Apollo 13 astronauts 
relive ordeal in space 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - With sun­ 
rise over Isla Vista today, another night 
in the “ occupation” ended and the com­ 
munity’s residents took their town back, 
peacefully. 
Police, who have patrolled the col­ 
lege community in force sufficient to sta­ 
tion men at virtually every street corn­ 
er, withdrew in the early hours so that 
by dawn, when the curfew ended, only a 
normal patrol of two two-man cars re­ 
mained. 
However, 
other officers were still 
being held in reserve. 
The officers, who one Santa Barbara 
Sheriff’s sergeant referred to as “ foot 
soldiers,” began their massive “ occupa­ 
tion” tactic Saturday night and repeat­ 
ed it Sunday night as troubles in the 
community entered their fourth day. 
Saturday it was a virtual armed camp 
— and the police tactic of providing ra­ 
dicals with a confrontation before they 
were ready for it apparently was suc­ 
cessful, although there were some re­ 
ports of gunfire. 
Gunfire was heard again Sunday, ac­ 
cording to sheriff’s Lt. Michael Swan, 
but there were no reports of injuries. 
However, a crowd of about 150 young 
people managed to gather early in the 
evening and were dispersed with mas­ 
sive doses of tear gas after they pelt­ 
ed officers with rocks and bottles. 
Officers, armed with Ml carbines, 
M16 rifles, shotguns, tear gas launchers 
and clear plastic shields, patrolled the 
area throughout the night. An estimated 
300 to 500 officers were in the area. 
Officers moved in aboard county dump 
trucks at sundown to enforce a dusk-to- 
dawn curfew after the crowd gathered in 
front of a branc h of the Bank of Ameri­ 
ca. 
Firing large amounts of tear gas from 
six of the trucks, officers were able to 
rout the crowd. 
Eight persons were arrested, including 
one juvenile, bringing the total number 
of arrests since Thursday night to 48. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme 
Court today barred states from reducing 
welfare payments to dependent children 
because of a “ man in the house” unless 
it is shown he made actual contribu­ 
tions to their support. 
The court split 6 to 2 on the deci­ 
sion, with Justice William O. Douglas 
speaking for the majority. Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger and Justice Hugo L. 
Black dissented. 
Douglas relied on a 1968 decision that 
states may not cut off aid to families 
with dependent children because of a 
mother’s extra - marital relationships. 
After that decision the Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Department (HEW) is­ 
sued a regulation providing that the in­ 
come of a man not married to the 
mother may not be treated as available 
to the children unless there is proof that 
he actually contributed. 
The HEW regulation was found uncon­ 
stitutional by a special three-judge fed­ 
eral court in San Francisco. The Su­ 
preme Court ruling reinstates the fed­ 
eral regulation. 
The lower court acted on complaints 
by two California families which included

Authorities said a university student, 
Bryan Nagif, suffered birdshot wounds 
Sunday night and was t reated and releas­ 
ed from Goleta Valley Hospital. Nagif 
was shot on the school campus, but auth­ 
orities said it was not known by whom, 
whether deputies or snipers. 
It was at the bank branch early Satur­ 
day that university honors senior Kevin 
Moran was killed. Moran, 22, Saratoga 
Calif., was shot while he was standing 
on the porch of the temporary bank 
structure, trying to prevent it from being 
burned 
again. The permanent building 
was burned down during riots in Febru­ 
ary. 
No suspects have been arrested in 
the Moran shooting. The sheriff’s de­ 
partment has denied Moran was shot by 
one of its men during the trouble which 
authorities said was “ pure, unadulter­ 
ated warfare” between officers and snip­ 
ers in the predawn hours. 


UC Santa Barbara student representa­ 
tives and campus clergymen asked the 
County Board of Supervisors late this 
morning to authorize removal of police 
detachments from Isla Vista, call offthe 
curfew and attempt to persuade the Bank 
of America to move its branch facility 
from the embattled community. 
However, businessmen and women of 
Isla Vista followed up these statements 
with appeals of their own to the board 
to keep police there as long as neces­ 
sary. They claimed the responsible stu­ 
dents were not equipped to deal with the 
radicalized element. 


Mrs. Mabel Schultz, a realty office 
owner 
and appartment house operator, 
asked the board to act “ to take away 
the vagrants . . . the people with no 
purpose in Isla Vista.” 
Veril C. Campbell, ex-board of super­ 
visor member from Lompoc, told the 
board: “ This has got to stop. It is 
causing too much drain on the taxpay­ 
ers.” 


a man unmarried to a mother but living 
with her and a stepfather. 
At that time, California law provided 
that payments to needy children living 
with 
their mother and a stepfather or 
“ man in the house” should consider the 
income of the male. 
The law automatically presumed that 
the income would be available to the chil­ 
dren. 
HEW overruled this assumption and 
Douglas said it did so properly. 
“ In the absence of proof of actual 
contribution, California may not con­ 
sider the child’s ‘resources’ to include 
either the income of a non adopting 
stepfather who is not legally obligated 
to support the child as a natural par­ 
ent, or the income of a man in the 
house — whatever the nature of his ob­ 
ligation to support,” Douglas held. 
California changed its law effective 
Nov. 10, 1969, to provide that a man 
living with but not married to a mother, 
“ shall be required to make a financial 
contribution to the family which shall 
not be less than it would cost him to 
provide himself with an independent liv­ 
ing arrangement.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Newly releas­ 
ed 
congressional testimony today re­ 
vealed new aspects of U.S. involvement 
in Laos: 
the American ambassador 
there has been directing a secret mili­ 
tary operation, and a clandestine U.S. 
group 
in Thailand has been training 
and equipping Laotian troops. 
The 
embassy-headquartered opera­ 
tion 
in 
Vientiane, 
called “ project 
404,” involves part of the 2,000-man 
U.S. mission in Laos. The ambassador 
supervises 
more than 
100 military 
attaches, some of whom fly with the 
Royal Laotian Air Force and direct its 
pilots 
to targets. In addition, the am­ 
bassador personally reviews air strikes 
in Laos by U.S. planes sent 
in from 
Thailand and Vietnam. 
The project has been going on for the 
past four years, 
according to testi­ 
mony 
taken last fall by the Senate Sub­ 
committee on Security Agreements and 
Commitments abroad. The testimony 
was made public for the first time Sun­ 
day, 
after a long dispute over its re­ 
lease between the subcommittee and 
the Nixon administration. All but 
10 
per cent of the testimony 
finally was 
released. 
The 
transcript 
disclosed that Lao­ 
tian forces were trained and equipped 
through a secret American group call­ 
ed “ Requirements Organization” opera­ 
ting out of Thailand, nominally under the 
U.S. 
Agency for International Develop­ 
ment. It is run by retired U.S. officers. 
Administration officials testified that 
one reason for secrecy 
was that the 
United States did not want to be accused 
of violating the 1962 
Geneva accords, 
which prohibits foreign military forces 
in Laos. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., 
said, “ I have never seen a country en­ 
gage in so many devious undertakings 
as this.” 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., chair­ 
man of the subcommittee, said the UJS. 
ambassador 
in Laos has become vir­ 
tually a “ military proconsul.” 
Project 404 began in October, 1966, 
with the assignment of 117 military and 
five 
civilian 
personnel to the 
U.S. 
embassy 
in Vientiane, 
ostensibly as 
attaches. There are now 
106 per­ 
sonnel involved.

— Apollo 13’s astronauts today began 
reliving their ordeal in space for engi­ 
neers seeking the cause of the explo­ 
sion that ripped away a 13-foot section 
of their moonship a week ago. 
“ There were times when we really 
didn’t think we’d 
make it back here,” 
said 
James 
A. Lovell, the four-time 
spaceflight 
veteran 
who was robbed 
of a chance to walk on the moon by the 
blast which wrecked the Apollo 13 serv­ 
ice module 105,000 miles from Earth. 
Lovell, 
John 
L. Swigert and Fred 
W. Haise flew to the Space 
Center 
Sunday night 
after meeting with Pres­ 
ident 
Nixon in Honolulu. They had a 
boisterous 
welcome 
from friends and 
loved ones and got a good night’s rest 
at home 
for the first time in weeks. 
The three astronauts were up early 


Lompo< City Councilman Art Scott to­ 
day criticized the Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty Taxpayers Association for publicly 
stating support of a bill that will allow 
the state to tax c ity owned electric 
utilities. 
“ I am shocked that the taxpayers as­ 
sociation has taken the position of sup­ 
porting AB908,” Scott said. “ A body of 
their stature, having their influence on 
the taxpayers of this county, should at 
least listen to both sides of an argu­ 
ment before supporting a bill of this na­ 
ture.” 
Scott blasted the bill as “ a regres­ 
sive tax of the worst kind, it will hit 
hardest at those with limited means, 
and on fixed incomes.” 
Scott claimed that the bill is a pub­ 
lic versus private utility battle. He said 
the bill is an attempt by the private 
utilities to tax those communities whose 
citizens have chosen to operate their own 
electric utilities.

Amid tornadoes and violent 
wind

five persons were 
killed Sunday in northeastern 
M ississippi. 
At least 31 
persons were 
reported killed and hundreds 
more 
injured throughout 
the 
weekend from tornadoes in 13 
s o u t h e r n and midwestern 
states. 
Heavy 
damage 
was 
reported in many areas. 
TYie worst Mississippi tornado 
injured more than 70 persons 
and destroyed or damaged 300 
homes Sunday. It first dipped 
down near Ripley, M iss., and 
then took a 21-mile swing to 
Corinth, M iss., a city of 15,000. 
After skidding over a three- to 
five-mile strip of houses, it 
lifted and moved into Tennes­ 
see, where more damage was 
reported. 
At Corinth it left behind a 
200-yard-wide patch of death 
and destruction. O fficials re­ 
ported 
five dead, 
20 people 
hospitalized and five in critical 
condition sent to hospitals in 
Memphis, 
Tenn. 
About 
100 
homes 
in 
the 
area 
were 
destroyed. 
In 
Texas, 
state 
officials 
checking the rubble of tornado- 
crippled towns 
in the Texas 
Panhandle 
said 
Sunday 
that 
Gov. 
Preston 
Smith 
would 
probably ask President Nixon 
to declare the 200-mile crescent 
a 
m ajor disaster 
area. Too 
many to count, 
the tw isters 
killed 26 and injured hundreds 
of persons in 11 towns in the 
flat Panhandle country. Damge 
.was estimated by one official at 
almost $5 million. 
At 
Destin, Fla., a tornado 
touched down Sunday night, but 
there 
were 
no 
reports 
of 
injuries. Tornadoes also dipped 
down Sunday at Hughes, Ark., 
Mount Pleasant, M iss., Counce, 
Tenn., 
Cordele, 
Ga„ 
and 
scattered areas of southeastern 
M issouri. 
The Weather Bureau said the 
weekend marked one of the 
deadliest 
tornado 
outbreaks 
since 
May 
15, 1968, 
when 
tornadoes caused more than 60 
fatalities in Iowa and Arkansas. 
Heavy rains which accompa- 
nied many of the midwestern 
and southern storm s sent rivers 
and sm aller stream s on a rapid 
rise in some areas. In parts of 
A rkansas, rainfall during a 24- 
hour period 
measured early 
today ranged up to five inches. 
A snowstorm associated with 
the 
big weather disturbance 
swung into Canada today from 
northern Minnesota after dump* 
ing up to 18 inches of snow on 
the Dakotas. 
During a six-hour span early 
today Duluth, Minn., received 
five 
inches of snow. Nearby 
Hibbing, Minn., got eight inches.

Propane fuel experiment at UCSB 


The Santa Barbara campus of 
the University ofCaliforniaw ill 
convert a good part of its fleet 
of cars and trucks to low-pol­ 
lution 
propane fuel, if trials 
underway work out as expected. 
The experiment translates in­ 
to remedial ad ion findings of 
important research into air pol­ 
lution going forward on several 
of UC’s nine campuses. 
“ UC scientists make it clear 
that the key to combatting smog 
is to drastically reduce pollu­ 
tants emitted in automotive ex­ 
haust,” said UCSB Chancellor 
Vernon I. Cheadle. “So this is a 
m atter of practicing what we 
p reach.” 
Auto exhaust was identified 
as “ the immediate and urgent 
concern” at a recent progress 
conference at UC Riverside on 
‘Project Clean A ir,’ the uni­ 
versity’s crash drive against 
air pollution. About 40 UCSB 
faculty members are involved 


in research proposed for the 
project. 
The Chancellor said 
State 
A ir Resources Board tests in­ 
dicate average propane em is­ 
sions of smog - inducing pollu­ 
tants 
already 
approximate 
stringent exhaust standards set 
for 1975, and are about 75 per 
cent under allowable lim its set 
for 1971. 
“ Propane seem s at least one 
interim 
approach to reducing 
exhaust 
pollutants,” he said. 
“ UCSB’s Administration feels 
an obligation to try it out. The 
Santa Barbara area already has 
some smog, and UCSB will at­ 
tempt to be part of the solution 
rather than part of the prob­ 
lem .” 
The trial vehicles — a car, 
a pickup and a delivery van - 
will go into service next week. 
Conversions, by Petrolane of 
Oxnard, involve adding propane 
tanks and a special carburetor. 


UCSB 
plans 
to lease this 
equipment rather than buy it, al­ 
lowing flexibility to drop the ex­ 
periment or change to another 
form of fuel should a cleaner 
one come along. 
Carson 
Kittle, 
manager of 
the campus garage, said extend­ 
ed engine life and lower down­ 
time for repairs, due to pro­ 
pane’s 
cleaner 
combustion 
should compensate for conver­ 
sion costs. 


“ Propane has been around a 
long time, and I know it has 
m erits,” Kittle said. “ Fifteen 
years ago, I worked on pro­ 
pane - fueled engines that had 
gone more than200,000m iles.” 
“ Costs and performance will 
be evaluated, and we’ll make our 
findings available to the pub­ 
lic, Chancellor Cheadle said. 
“ The overriding consideration 
is what we can do to help slow 
the advance of sm og.”

House appropriations subcom­ 
mittee 
at 
a closed hearing 
March 3. “ We do consider it a 
serious problem.” 
The men discharged by no 
means 
represented 
all drug 
u sers in the Navy, the panel 
was 
told. 
Not 
discharged, 
Duncan said, were about 1,450 
men who investigators found 
were only ‘curiousity sn iffers.’ 
Another 1991 were successfully 
rehabilitated, according to the 
transcripts. 
In general, said Duncan and 
Vice 
Adm. 
G. 
M. 
Davis, 
director of the Navy’s Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, users 
of hard drugs such as heroin 
and LSD are discharged. Last 
year, 
said Duncan, the Navy 
discharged 151 men on “ hard 
n arcotics,” plus 1,857 who used 
LSD. 
Marijuana use generally does 
not result in discharge, they 
said, unless an individual sells 
it. 
The two adm irals also told

Nixon to report to nation tonight 


on progress in turning Viet war 


THE BETTER HALF

SAN 
CLEMENTE 
(UPI) - 
President Nixon will report to 
the nation today on progress be­ 
ing made in turning the war in 
Vietnam over to the South Vi­ 
etnamese. 
His nationwide address on the 
Southeast Asian conflict at 9 
p.m. (EST) will be his first 
since Dec. 15 and was expected 
to include announcement of a 
further reduction in U.S. troop 
levels in Vietnam. The current 
ceiling 
is 434,000 men and 
actual strength last week was 
429,000 men. 


Nixon will deliver the speech 
from the Western White House 
here and return to Washington 
Tuesday. 
The President is anxious to 
add to the 115,000 men he 
already 
has ordered out of 
Vietnam, both to ease some of 
the anti-war pressure at home 
and to demonstrate his faith in 
the 
competence 
of 
South 


Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu’s government. 
But 
the current surge in 
fighting 
in 
South 
Vietnam 
coupled with the threat of a 
broader conflict in Laos and 
Cambodia have prompted some 
of Nixon’s military advisers to 
urge a slow-down in the rate of 
withdrawals. 
The new reduction was not 
expected to exceed the 50,000- 
man pull-out ordered in Decem­ 
ber and completed last week. 
The rate of withdrawals was 
expected to remain at about 
12,000 men per month. 
Aides said the President was 
working on the speech up until

and

considering addressing himself 
to the broader Southeast Asian 
conflict.

Five helicopters lost to ground 
fire in South Vietnam actions 


SAIGON 
(U PI)—The 
U.S. 
Command today reported the 
loss of five helicopters 
to 
ground fire and said American 
troop strength in Vietnam had 
fallen to its lowest point in 
more than three years. 
President Nixon is expected 
to announce more troop with­ 
drawals tonight. 
Military spokesmen saidSurv 
day was the first time since 
May 
12, 
19G9, 
that 
five 
American helicopters had been 
shot down in a single day. The 
crashes killed four Americans 
and wounded six. 
One of the helicopters was 
downed a mile north of the 
besieged Green Beret outpost at 
Dak Seang, 290 m iles northeast 
of Saigon. It was the 10th U.S. 
aircraft lost near the camp 
since North Vietnamese troops 
began the siege April 1. 
The troop strength report 
said 
the number of GIs in 
Vietnam dropped by 3,700 last 
week 
to 
425,500—the fewest 
since March 25, 1967, when 


425,000 Americans 
were 
in 
Vietnam. 
The latest withdrawals more 
than fulfilled President Nixon’s 
pledge to withdraw 50,000 more 
men by April 15 to reduce the 
strength to 434,000. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
said stepped-up terrorist in­ 
cidents across the nation killed 
nine civilians and injured 56 
others Sunday.

when

terrorist threw a grenade into a 
village market at My Hiep, 280 
m iles northeast of Saigon. Two

SACRAMENTO

George Moscone today proposed 
to amend his own tax program 
in order to raise $210.2 million 
for a “ m assive increase” in 
state aid to local schools. 
“ Education is a state respon­ 
sibility,” said the San F rancis­ 
co Dem ocrat. “ Only the state 
can equalize the tax load to 
provide 
quality education in 
every d istric t.” 
Moscone 
said 
the amend­ 
ments to his own legislation 
would earm ark a hike in state 
revenues to pay for a school 
finance bill authored by Sen. 
Stephen P. 7 eale, D-West Point. 
T eale’s bill calls for increased 
state school aid of $320.2 m il­ 
lion for 
1970-71, with $210 2 
million to come from the gen­ 
eral 
fund. 
Moscone said his 
amendments would raise that 
amount. 
The state now gives local 
districts about $1.3 billion a 
year 
Moscone, the Senate Demo­ 
cratic floor leader, proposed to 
narrow the first bracket on 
state income taxes and raise 
the tax on corporations from 7 
to 8 per cent. He said the raise 
in corporation taxes would raise 
$100 million the first year. 
He said his bill combined 
with T eale’s wouldprovide over 
$1 billion in relief for property 
taxpayers. 
Moscone’s 
program 
would 
provide for a $2,000 homeown­ 
e rs exemption, which is now 
$750. It would also give $100 
rebates to renters and would 
not raise sales taxes. He said it 
would 
close 
“ loopholes” 
in 
capital 
gains 
taxes and oil 
depletion allowances. 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
has 
proposed a $645 million tax 
revision plan, 
which he and 
Republican legislative leaders 
hope 
to 
push 
through 
both 
Houses. 
The San Francisco lawmaker 
pointed out that his tax revision 
plan and T eale’s school bill 
would 
travel 
independently 
through the legislature. 
“ My 
amendments 
m erely 
provide funding for the school 
b ill,” he said. “ Together the 
two 
bills 
provide 
a 
clear, 
responsible 
approach to tax 
reform . 
“ Local taxpayers get 
double-barreled benefits from 
these two bills. Homeowners 
and renters receive a dram atic 
tax cut in my tax reform act 
and the Teale bill provides 
school d istricts with a much- 
needed • financial 
transfusion 
without 
drawing futher upon 
the local tax b ase.”

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Historic sites being destroyed by vandals 
in California, parks director reveals 
539 students named for honors at Cabrillo High School 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-Pre- 
cious, irreplaceable links to 
California’s 
Indian past are 
being destroyed by vandals, 
souvenir 
hunters 
and bottle 
collectors, according to state 
Parks and Recreation Director 
William Penn Mott Jr . 
“ We have some cases in units 
of the state park system where 
prehistoric Indian sites have 
been 
almost 
completely de­ 
stroyed,” 
Mott said Monday. 
“ An archeological site is not 
like a redwood tree. It won’t 
grow back.’i^ 
As the vacation and camping 
season got under way, Mott 
appealed to Californians head­ 
ing for the back country to 
leave the sites alone. 
“ With jeeps and trail bikes 
people are getting out to places 
where nobody ever got before,” 
he said. “ They’re getting into 
every square inch of Califor­ 
nia.” 
“ Sometimes a family will be 
out camping, and a father will 
take his sons for a hike. Well, 
they see some arrowheads and 
they stop to pick them up.” 
B ill Pritchard, an archeolo- 
gist with the Department of 
Parks and Recreation, said Boy 
Scouts often organize expedi­ 
tions 
to 
gather 
up 
Indian 
artifacts. 
The souvenir hunters make 
the sites useless for archeolo- 
gists 
seeking 
to 
find 
how 
Indians lived before white men 
arrived. 
“ Evidently

The Court of Appeals revers­ 
ed, this week, a trial court’s 
verdict of $42,000.00 to Den­ 
nis Bardessono of Santa Ynez 
against Dr, Jean Michels, Lom­ 
poc Orthopedist, according to 
her attorneys. 


The appellate court found that 
the jury, empanelled in Santa 
Barbara, was wrongly instruc­ 
ted to base their verdict on 
“ common 
knowledge” of the 
causes of illness and injuries. 


The theory of Bardessono's 
ca^e was that injections by Dr. 
Michels caused his shoulder 
muscles to weaken. Dr. Michels 
put on evidence that the more 
probable cause was the exist­ 
ing illness or injury for which 
Bardessono consulted her. 


Dr. Michels put on further 
evidence of the great improb­ 
ability that the injections were 
administered negligently, but 
that even if they liad been im­ 
properly given they could not 
have caused Bardessono’s in- 
jury.

AUGUSTA, G a.— (N E A )—“ U sually,” said Billy Casper, 
in his soft, slow yet other-worldly tone before the fourth 
round of the 1970 M asters, “ usually I don’t eat breakfast 
before playing. When an anim al eats, he w ants to lay down 
and sieep. Sam e with a m an. So I like to have an em pty 
stom ach on the course. I ’m alert, like a hungry lion.” 
Much has been m ade of w hat C asper does eat, in con­ 
tra s t to w hat he does not eat. Five y e a rs ago C asper lost 
som e 40 pounds, from 2*25 to 185, on a diet which included 
ground b ear in green peppers, rein d eer patties, antelope 
stew, buffalo roast and ground hippopotam us gravy. 
it requires sim ilar discipline to stick to and hunt up such 
culinary exotica as it does to go hungry in a m orningtim e, 
to live and p ro pagate his beliefs as a M orm on m issionary, 
to be, today, the w orld’s g re ate st golfer. 
With his $25,000 for winning the M asters, C asper m oved 
past Ja c k N icklaus as the second biggest m oney-w inner in 
golf history. C asper, 38, has won over $1,045,000 since tu rn ­ 
ing pro in 1954, and som e $13,000 m ore than Nicklaus. 
though about $100,000 less than Arnold P alm e r. 
In keeping with his religious tenets, C asper discusses his 
c a re e r with homilies like “ honest a c c o m p lish m en ts,” and 
refers to “ goals ach iev ed ” ra th e r than “ triu m p h s.” Yet 
he says, “ Of the players playing today. I’ve won the sec­ 
ond m ost to u rn a m e n ts.” 
While som e tour peers m ay call that self-praise (he has 
critics am ong pro golfers, and they say his M orm on fervor 
is “ phony” and “ fan a tic al” ), C asper could excuse it as 
sim ple fact: P a lm e r has won 55 professional tou rnam ents 
in the United States, C asper 45. And C asper continues to 
win and contend regularly, w h ereas P a lm e r often s tru g ­ 
gles to m ake the cut and Nicklaus has not won a m ajor 
to u rnam en t since the 1967 U.S. Open. South A frican G ary 
P la y e r plays relatively infrequently in this country and so 
has a lesser over-all record than the other top golfers. 
F or all his victories, C asper had never before won the 
M asters in 13 previous tries. L ast year, he led after aach 
of the first three rounds, then bogeyed five of the last 10 
holes and finished one stroke behind w inner G eorge Archer. 
“ The M asters has been so elusive for u s,” said C a sp e r’s 
wife, Shirley, before this y e a r ’s third round in which C as­ 
per again would take the lead. “ I ’m afraid to hope. 
“ It’s very im portant to Bill. F irst of all, from a m a n a g e ­ 
m ent standpoint. Winning the M asters will give us an early 
sta rt on business prom otions. And then, well, pride. To win 
th e Masters, how do you put a dollar sign on th a t? ” 
If he had lost again this y e a r—and he fell from the lead 
on the fourth and final round but fought back to tie Gene 
Litller and then win in a play-off—he said that it would 
have been just another “ experien ce” in life. 
You have an obligation to serve your fellow m an w hether 
it be in winning or losing," said C asper, who falls into s e r­ 
m ons easily and consciously. In 1966 he converted to the 
Church of Jesu s Christ of L atter-D ay Saints, and now is a 
m e m b e r of the Seventy—“ a m issionary c allin g .” 
“ I tell youth that it is easy to be a good winner. But the 
really true test of a cham pion is to accept defeat graciously 
Some guys say, Show m e a good loser and I ’ll show you 
an also-ran .’ I d on’t believe that. I think an athlete has a 
responsibility to set a good exam ple, because he has influ­ 
ence in every phase of life. And if a fellow professes to be 
a follower of Christ, then he m ust also take c a re to act in 
a m an n er that will be pleasing to the exam p le of the L o rd.” 
Yet some of his fellow golfers feel he is not alw ays a good 
loser, and that he is prone to m aking excuses. "O nce ” 
said another pro, “ I saw Billy m ak e a bad hurried swing. 
The ball duck-tailed off 
A bad swing, like we all m ake 
occasionally. And Billy sta rte d rubbing his left shoulder, as 
if it hurt. H e’s too good a golfer to do th a t.” 
Nor is C asper as stoical as he would have som e believe. 
On the m orning of the M asters third round, he and Mrs. 
Casper sat in bed and read the sports section. 
Shirley 
Casper noted th at T o m m y Aaron went bogey, par, bogey 
double bogey on the first four holes the day before. 


“ His h eart had to be in his sto m a c h .” she said. 


Y eah,” said C asper, recalling how he lost the to u rn a ­ 
ment last y e a r, “ I know the feeling.”

Bowery Stays Cold, 
Even in Spring

NEW YORK—<NEA)— 
On warm days in April, a small bud forms on an elm 
tree in Central Park, a secretary sits on a sidewalk bench 
with an aluminum reflector under her chin and on Fifth 
Avenue heads turn to observe the first real miniskirt of the 
year. Spring has come to Manhattan—most of it, anyway. 
There is no spring on the Bowery, that particular section 
oi this city that has become rather infamous for the human 
shipwrecks who reside there in lower Manhattan, uncom­ 
fortably close to the lavish Wall Street section The Bowery 
on this spring day is—as al­ 
ways—gray, 
hollow, 
clut­ 
tered and scented with a 
fragrance that might be­ 
long to stale dishwater. 
Tattered and stained men 
walk alone on these side­ 
walks with the stiff, aim ­ 
less gait of men lost on 
deserts groping forward in 
search of water. Most of 
them are just looking for 
their next drink. 
Earl's Bar is on the Bow­ 
ery. 
It is a dark, dank 
place thick with smoke and 
grease and searching eyes 
that turn when a stranger 
enters the establishment. 
A man named Lambert 
sits on a stool at the other 
end of the bar which is so 
dark and smoky he cannot 
be seen from the doorway. 
He is unshaven and, judging from his hands, quite un­ 
clean. “ Who looks at m e?” 
he asked. 
Lambert 
is like most men one meets on the Bowery. He 
is very sensitive about some things. One does not get smug 
or cute with a Bowery resident unless one is prepared to 
receive a blow on the skull with an empty bottle of Thun- 
derbird wine. 
Some men would call Lambert a wino. A wino, Lambert 
explains, is a man who cannot afford hard liquor. A wino. 
he said, is a broke alcoholic. 
Now 1 am not a misery seeker. (I have enough of my 
own, thank you.) But as this country prospers more and 
more, men like Lambert whose personal problems have 
driven him to live the life of an abandoned coal bin be­ 
come more and more curious phenomena. This is 1970. 
Such a livelihood isn’t necessary in this age of welfare We 
all know that. 
Lambert does not understand the alternatives. He lives 
this way, he says, because—well, because—shoot, 
he 
doesn t know 
That’s the way I am ,” he says somewhat 
proudly. 
During the past winter, Lambert slept in a jail when he 
could get in.

Still best hope 


Twenty-five years ago this month, the conference which led 
to the establishment of the United Nations began in San Fran­ 
cisco. Two months later a charter was signed by 50 nations, 
and a new hope for global peace began. 
That hope has never been realized, nor has the United Na­ 
tions lived up to all the expectations which were held for it, 
but at least there has not been another worldwide conflict — 
due partly to the influence of the U.N. 
Although primarily a “ talk-talk” organization as far as 
international relations go, the U.N. General Assembly and Se­ 
curity Council discussions are better than "shoot-shoot.” 
Other international activities of the agency, such as its educa­ 
tional, medical and agricultural achievements, have demonstra­ 
ted that co-operation among nations is indeed possible. 
Today, 126 nations are members, with Red China the only 
major country not included. 
Observances of the 25th anniversary of the U.N. are being 
planned here and abroad. Those who still see in the U.N. 
the best chance for mankind to end his self-destructiveness 
hope that the occasion will bring forth new enthusiasm and 
new ideas about how nations can work together. 
The idea of all men being one — as opposed to strong na­ 
tionalism - is growing among the generation of today’s young 
adults. They have lived all their lives under the threat of war 
and nuclear destruction. Many of them have fought and died 
in the latest failure of power politics - Vietnam. 
They study their history books and see that power poli­ 
tics have been unable to meet man’s desires for harmony. 
Their grandfathers may have fought in World War I, their fath-

ers in World War II and their older brothers in the Korean 
conflict. 
They see that nations which were enemies in the first two 
world wars are now friends. Cries of "Nazi!’’ and "Nip!” 
which characterized American feelings in World War II have 
faded away, and the Germans and Japanese are now our staunch 
allies. "Red Commie!” and "Viet CongGook!” have replaced 
them as enemies. 
U Thant, secretary general of the United Nations, has said: 
"Of all human activities, the relations between states seem 
to have been stranded in the old pattern of rigid national­ 
ism, while in most other important fields of activity men have 
stepped forward into a more contemporary and more inter­ 
national setting. 
"Nothing could do more to increase the effectiveness of 
the United Nations than a modification of a concept of nation­ 
al sovereignty in harmony with the intellectual and technolo­ 
gical realities of our times, and here I believe that artists, 
scientists, businessmen, those who deal with communications of 
all kinds, and the young people can help us in a decisive way. 


"I have confidence 
that the new internationalism of the 
young, and the reassertion of the spirit of internationalism which 
inspired the Charter, will help us to make this crucial step 
forward before it is too late.” 
At 25, the United Nations is just a baby. Unless she grows 
to maturity, replacing military might and mutual fear as the 
means by which men respect each other, the world will 
never really know peace. 


Lunge at Wallace

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
With all the millions of words pour­ 
ed out about the rejected Supreme Court 
nominations of U.S. Judges G. Harrold 
Carswell and Clement Haynsworth, still 
not enough has been said regarding 
President Nixon’s motivations in these 
matters. 
All the observable 
evidence we have — 
and we really have 
no 
other 
provalile 
means of gauging his 
intent 
— indicates 
that he was bent not 
just on appointing a 
conservative to af­ 
fect the balance of 
the court, nor even a 
Southern 
conserva­ 
tive, iHit a 
particular kind of Southern 
conservative. 
He was, plainly, interested in a court 
nominee who could satisfy a significant 
segment of the Southern electorate — 
the George Wallace variety of racial 
( onservatives. 
Many of those people voted for Nixon 
in 1968 (helping him to carry Virginia, 
the two Carolinas, Tennessee and Flor- 
ida^ partly becauise he pledged endless­ 
ly in his campaign to name a "strict 
constructionist” to vacancies on the 
Supreme Court. In their realm this is 
code for rai ial, not just general con­ 
servatism. 
By any fair measure, the President 
ccMild calculate 
he owed these voters 
plenty. Not only did they fatten his elec- 


toral total, but their ctelegates, plus 
large numbers from the five Deep South 
states won by Wallace, formed the cru­ 
cial base of the winning delegate total 
which nominated Nixon at Miami Beach. 
It has never escaped Nixon’s acute 
political perception that if Wallace, cur­ 
rently engaged in a fresh fight for the 
Alabama governorship, should fade as a 
segregationist standard bearer in 1970- 
72, then the President might find the 
five Wallace states with their 45 elec­ 
toral votes the easiest pickup he could 
make In 1972. 
Also not forgotten at the White House 
is the fact Nixon lost Texas’ juicy 25 
electoral votes in 1968 to Hubert Humph­ 
rey by only one percentage point, while 
Wallace was taking 19 per cent. Any 
modest part of that latter segment could 
possibly give Nixon the state in 1972, 
when it will have 26 electoral votes. 
Since none of the five 1968 Wallace 
states will lose any electoral votes, 
the President could, by winning them 
and Texas, make a pickup of 71 eler. 
toral votes. 
Such a cushion would go far toward 
absorbing the electoral vote loss he 
might suffer in 1972 if a Democratic 
nominee should win any two of the four 
big states - New Jersey, Ohio, Illinois 
and California — which Nixon took by 
narrow margins in 1968. The fear of such 
loss was great in the Nixon camp until 
the 1969 Chajipaquiddick 
incident re­ 
duced, if it did not eliminate, the c hance 
that Sen. Edward Kennedy of Massachu­ 
setts would be Nixon’s 1972 adversary. 
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For two cents, I'D call in sick!" 


But it would be a mistake, I believe, 
to suggest that these ftiture calculations 
were necessarily dominant in the Presi­ 
dent’s search for a suitable Southern 
conservative for the Supreme Court. 
There are other signs, 
notably his 
persistent moves to seek new protec­ 
tion for Southern textiles, that indicate 
Nixon feels 
a 
strong sense of obliga­ 
tion 
to repay past favors and honor 
campaign pledges. 


From late 1966 on, he chose to build 
toward the nomination from the old 1964 
Goldwater base (nearly synonymous with 
the Wallace baseb He sensed that in­ 
evitable continuity in theSouthernGOP’s 
mood from 1964 to 1968, and accur­ 
ately guaged that appeals to this base - 
coupled with detrimental comment about 
the electability of the then more-fav­ 
ored Gov. Ronald Reagan of California 
— could get him off to a fast start to­ 
ward nomination. Big pledges to the ra ­ 
cial conservatives were vital to getting 
and holding that support. 


Carswell at first seemed perfect pay­ 
ment on one key pledge. But, whatever 
the facts. Inquiry opened him to effec­ 
tive attack as a possible biased and 
mediocre judge. Haynsworth, a good jur­ 
ist and balanced conservative who yet 
bore the helpful South Carolina imprint, 
fell by giving an impression of ethil 
cal misjudgment. 
Nixon has lost two stiff battles which 
are said to hurt. But in the losing, he 
may later win the war for the Southern­ 
ers he wants.

Cautious sparring 


VIENNA — Some 500 newspaper cor­ 
respondents and at least 300 television 
commentators and technicians are here 
from all over the world to report on 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT). 
With the exception of the 
10 Russian correspondents, in effect 
part of the official delegation from 
Moscow, the view of what m ay-or may 
not-be about to happen is as opaque 
as though seen through a thick London 
fog. 
The prospect is for weeks of sparring 
as Washington and Moscow each seek 
to pry loose the other side’s negoti­ 
ating position. 
The mystery is deep 
and dark.

April 22 is the centennary 
of Lenin’s birth, an all-important anni­ 
versary that would hardly be marked 
by the rise and fall of competing mem­ 
bers of the hierarchy. 
Then for some 
time later in the year Moscow has 
announced a congress of world Com­ 
munist parties with unity as the obvious 
goal. 
As nearly as a cautious Communist 
leader could, Brezhnev the other day 
put his country’s economic troubles on 
the line. 
In a major speech, much 
of it carried on television, he spoke 
of the shortages in food and consumer 
goods that are reported to have stirred 
widespread discontent within the Soviet 
Union. 
He went so far as to talk 
about the failures of the bureaucracy 
and the need for more efficient man­ 
agement and technical innovation. 


Without putting it in just that way, 
this cautious man was saying that the 
cost of the arms race is depriving the 
Soviet people of the goods and services 
they have so long been promised. His 
position is curiously like that of the 
second cautious man sitting behind the 
players 
at 
the 
conference 
table in 
Vienna. 
President Nixon and Brezhnev seem 
to be poles apart in almost every res­ 
pect. 
Yet in their respective spheres 
they have come to positions of power 
conditioned in such a way that taking 
bold initiatives is difficult, if not im­ 
possible. 
Each has had to make com­ 
promises along the way. On both sides 
a powerful military bloc enforces caution 
and inveighs against taking any risk that 
might endanger what must seem in die 
objective view a wholly mythical sec­ 
urity. 


They are alike, too, in that each 
has the strongest possible motivation 
to get an agreement that would mean 
a pause and prevent a new and pro- 
bably reversible escalation in the arms 
race. 
If the Kremlin fiices serious 
economic problems, the Nixon admin­ 
istration in Washington can hardly con- 
ceal the depth of America’s troubles, 
both economic and political. 
Whatever the actual military super­ 
iority in missiles and submarines, the 
United States can hardly be said to be 
negotiating in Vienna 
from a position 
of strength. The troubles on the home 
front — the war in Vietnam, crime, or­ 
ganized violence and annihilism aré too 
great. 
While the defense budget has 
been cut by as much as $10 billion 
it still, at $70 billion, takes far too 
great a toll from the surplus that might 
go toward correcting the profound dis­ 
orders disripting life in America. 
That is the reason to hold out some 
hope for this beginning of a serious 
effort to go beyond mere appraisal of 
the vast stores of nuclear annihilation 


on each side of the divide. 
Plain, 
common sense would seem to dictate 
term s that each side could live with. 
This would mean undeniably a risk— 
a risk, say, that a moratorium on 
deployment 
of 
the new many-headed 
m issile, the MIRV, would be violated 
by the Russians. 
That risk must be 
weighed against the danger of a new 
round in the race and the accumulation 
of new and far more deadly weapons 
into an unforseeable future. 
Surely, 


the military blocs in the Pentagon and 
the Kremlin cannot simply dismiss that 
risk. 
No matter what the ultimate outcome, 
the side first to propose a bold course 
duly weighing the risks would win, in 
the view of this observer, a victory 
in public opinion around the world. 
It 
would be good to say that, as the cere­ 
monial opening is staged while the cam­ 
eras whir, such a move is in sight. 
But it would not be true.
